ces, and States of Chriſtendome, happy Greeting, 
E E make nodoubr, burallin ge- 
nerall, reſiding either within or 
without the Empire, doe now ſuf- 
ficiently vnderſtand the miſerable 
and moft perilous: eſtate, into 
which the Kingdome of B 04M isreduced, 
being ſo Famous for Antiquitic,andz principall 
member of the Sacred Empire , as alſo the 
Countryes thereunto annexed and Incorpora- 
ted, with other bordering Prouinces. Neither 
can they be ignorant of ſuchaQtions of Oppreſ- 
ſion, hoftilitic, and violence, which hauec | cv 
praQtiſed within a little time,through continuall 
Rapines, Murders, Cobain Benetarions, 
lentifull effuſion of Innocent blood, violation 
and rauiſhing , both of Wiues and honeft Vir- 
gins , diſmembring of little ſucking Children, 
wich many other inhumane, moſt Cruell, and 
Barbarous inſolences. In like manner the true 
ſource and originall of all theſe evils, of whar af- 
terwards enſued, or may in future time accrue, 
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molt emndently FORK Go. and1s ascleareasday, 
both by experience , and the ample Relations 
thathaue beene digerstimes made thereof; that 
they. who by their depraued Councels, and fug- 
geſtions, haue bene the means to precipitate the 
mightier fort, into preſent danger and lofle, are 
now; themrſelues conuinced; euen within their 
owne| donfciences. And notwithſtanding the 
ſuccefleof theſe latter times, wherein (| undry 0- 
pinions hauec been hatched, about the ſubiect of 
Religion, tay make one clearely diſcerne with 
his eye, and ('as it were ) touch with his finger, 
that according; to the veritie of holy Scripture, 
and a Maxime heretofore, held and maintayn'd, 
by the ancient Doors of the Church,thatmens 
Conſciences,oughtin no fort to be violated, vr- 
ged, or conſtrained ; and whenſoeuer men baue 
attempted anything by this violent courſe, whe- 
ther openly, or by ſecret meanes, the iffue hath 
beene pernicious, and the cauſe of great and 
wondertullmnouations,in the principalleſt and 
mightieſt Kingdomes,and Countries of all Chri- 
{tendome: Yet fo 1t 1s, that a certaitie extraua- 
gant,and ſtrange kinde of people, having diſper- 
ſedrhemſelues ouerChriftendome, but eſpecial- 
ly within the Empire;and other Kingdomes and 
Countries,bogderingand depending So___ 
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3) 
and hauivg there brought in,and planted anew 
Doctrine, abſolutely tuneſtall and obnoxious, 
roall Potentates,and Magiftrates : nay and fur- 
ther, hauing not onely obtained fauour, and: ac- 
celle to great men, bur alſo drawne cotheir own 
bent, both their Councellours, and Officers,and 
generally the moſt Honourable, and opulent of 
euery place, throughthe falſe charme,ot a coun- 
terfeit and masked Sanditie, an im placeable de- 
fire and thirſt , did meruailoufly grow and in- 
creaſe, of perſecuting all thoſe , who were lepe- 
cated from the Romaine Church,yea and totally 
to extirpate them, it they did not yeeld, and 
come vader that Iurifdiction, Whereupon, it 
came to paſle, that notwithſtanding all the good 
endeauours, that precedent Princes,and Gouer- 
nours haue beſtowed both inthe Empire, and 
moreeſpecially in the Kingdome of Bot 1 a, 
for preſeruation of commonPeace, and carying 
at eyen hand between theadherents of the one, 
and th'other Church, 'conformable to the Con- 
ceflions, and Edits of pacification , gratited in 
favour of Religion: their. Succeſlors for all chis 
(more throughorbersihltigation;queſtionleſle, 
then of their: owne proper: diſpatition) baue 
beene vrged fofarre,:as to giue a large: ticld af 
leaus and-Libettie 19: thels peſtiferous kinde of 
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le and their complices, who entring here- 
ypon intoa full and mayne Carcir, they preſu- 
med ſomtimes to innouate one thing, then ano- 
ther, aud not onely by publike writing to draw 
into doubt and controuerfie, but alſo really to 
annihilate and make fruſtrate the ſaid Concelsi- 
ons, liberties of Religion, PaRs,Obligations and 
Oathes,folemnly afamed for their confirmatis, 
Burt wee will not heere ſet downe in particu- 
lers, what hath beene praftiſed for many yeares 
ſince, and attempted in all parts of the Empire, 
vpon the purchaſe of this Licence and Liberty; 
neither in how weake and inſtable manner, af- 
faires ſtill continue and ſtand : referring our 
{clues herein, to that, which Time ſhall further 
manifeſt by ſufficient tryals and proofes , in 
whatſocuer ſhall be requiſite and conuenient, 
Buras for the Crowne of Bot m14, and the 
Countryes thereunto annexed, wee mult no 
wayes diſſemble it, and it is very well knowne, 
that according as the light of the holy Goſpell 
ſpred his beames more and more from time to 
crime, the luſtre and repute of the Roman Ca- 
tholike Religion, hath there beene wonderfully 
eclipſed, not withour procuring much trouble 
and ſtrife : ſo thar finally, ir neceſlarily be- 
houed to prouide for the maintainance of com- 
e0n 
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mon Peace and tranquillitie within the Realme, 
and chis was effected by certain permiſſions and 
Licences,to prevent, thar diuerlity of Religion 
might not wholly alteror diſturbe a generall and 
peaceable humane Societie, So long as things 
remained in theſe indiflerent tearmes, both one 
and other patty held themſelues well contented. 
Butthole turbulent Spirits,of whom wee for- 
merly ſpake, hauing no will to confent to pub- 
like repole and peace , they rather chofe to ha- 
zardand reduce thinges to an vtter extremity, 
then-ro diminiſh the leaſt tittle of that intention 
which was ſo deeply graucn in their hearts ; 
which was, that all things 'might come vnder 
the Popes ſpiritual! juriſdition, and ar laſt, vn- 
der the ſecular Dominion of ſome ſtrange and 
forraigne goucrnment. All which added more 
and more azrieuances and moleſtations to Reli- 
gion, Andaboue all rhe reſt, many plots were 
laide to fruſtrate the Royall Letters and Con- 
cefſions of his Majeſty , to dimolifh, or ar leaſt 
ſhut vp,the Evangelical Churches,and Temples 
newly built, to raiſe vp thunderingy, and threat- 
nings amongſt the Eftates,to interdi&t;and aRu- 
ally prohibite their lawfull defence, horribly to 
perſcecute the poore Subieds , with comminati= 
ons of more terrible Oppreſsion, Inſulcs, __ 
ofle 
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lofſe of body, Life, KS $M beſides ſundry o- 
ther in-iuſtices, perpetrated againſt men of cue- 
ry ſeuerall condition. And on the other fide, 
when naturall and iuſt reſiſtance, oppoſed thelz 
inſolences, or any other meanes which neceflic 
vrged vnto, asthoſe Maniteſts publiſhed by the 
ſaid Eſtates caurteltifie, they of the contrary par- 
ty; inſtead of referring their cauſe toreaſonand 
equalthcaring; proceeded further, by open ho- - 
ftline, and force of 'Armes to ſuch a poiar that 
a goodpart of the {aid Kingdom ot B GHsmt a, 
and the Prouinces Incorporate,remaynethnow 
diſmembred byFyer, aud Sword , being(as it 
were) turned into Blood;and Aſhes. Whereun- 
to,we might allo add, Br whercas many yeares 
ſince, and eſpecially the laſt paſt, the {aid King- 
dome, and Countryes, have expoſed their liues, 
and ſubſtance,for the Defence and maintenance 
of the Crowneoft HVNGAaRI E, but aboue all O* 
ther, of the Frontier Fortifications , againſt the 
Forces of the Turke, a puiſſant, and dreadfull e- 
nemy to Chriſtendome ; quite contrary,and as it 
were, for an accumulation of all euils, the ſaid 
places were vafurnifhed both of Men, Artillery, 
end warlike,munition, that the ſame might bee 
employed againſt the Bohemian Nation, which 
was appointed,and ordayncd againſt the Turke. 
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Moreouer,they hauc in the Empire,not onely 
exated that which remain'd yer vnpayed of the 
olde Contributions againſt the Turke: but alſo 
vnder a ſpeciall pretext of the preſernation and 
defence of the ſaid places , in certaine Precinds 
and Prouinces of the Empire ; they haue impo- 
{ed new Subſidics, which being obtayned and 
Collected in a great part, itwas ho wayesim- 
ployed to the pr-tended vſe,and end, but rather 
to the ruvne and defolation-of the members of 
the Empire,and their dependances. By meanes 
whereot, one mayſce the Vatintmitire, and Bul- 
warke of Chriſtendome full of holes, and brea- 
ches,ready totumble and fall downe. And this 
gaue the HYNGARIAN Nation, ſufficient war- 
nm2zto looke to their own ſecuritie & Defence. 

We alſo ſuppole ir i500 lefle generally known, 
with what care, afte&ion, and loue,how we and 
other Ele&ors and Princes ( yea and ſome tor- 
raine Potentates likewiſe) by our exhortations 
and interceſſ10ns,haue procured all the beſt Ot- 
fices poſlible,to quench and extinguiſh that fre, 
which daily ſpread it ſelfe more and morein the 
ſad Kingdome, and to deviſe ſome meanes how- 
topreuent a greater dilafter, And in truth, no- 
thing would haue been more pleaſing to ys.rhen 
to ſec thoſe differences and oppoſitionsaceruing 
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0 
between Princes 0; loone appealed 
and ended by an Admifſion of the Eſtates of the 
ſame Countries,to heare and determine thereip, 
as heretofore the laudable and commendable 
Cuftoine was, and by vs our of fincere and vil- 
cerall aft:10n in due time Vrged and moued: 
by reaſon that the latermiſſion ot remote Prin- 
ces and Potentates procured great loſle of rime, 
and very oftcn augmented ſulpicion & diſtrult. 

Bur all preſent circumſtances clearcly mani- 
feſt, what fruit or efte the (aid aduertiſements 
brought forth, ſeeing vader colour of a ſuſpen- 
ſion of Armes, there hath not oncly many 

Monthes paſled ouer head, during which time, 
the enemy hath not ceaſed to forage and ſpoyle; 
Bur moreouer vnder ſhadow of deterring it, to 
ſuchan interpoſition,there hath allo a long ſpace 
of time ſlipt away: whereas in ſuch dangerous 
and unminentcaſes, and when hoftile Actions 
are dayly re-enforced, we ought cftectually to 
make yle of other more expedite meanes to 

workea ceſlation, for it had bin impoſlible pro- 
ficably ro haue treated of any Accommodation, 
by way of Interpoſition, without firſt ſtopping 
the courle of the fore-mentioned Holtilines,and 

ſerting downea preualent,and validius ſecurity. 

Belides all this ( no-doubt rather by rhe fug- 
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geſtions of ſome perſons, who having loſt all 
hope of attaining their ends and ſcopes by leni- 
tic and mildenes, aſpired thereunto by way of 
Armes) they were negligentand careles, tolay 
hold ot the tuſt & opportune occaſion of re-eſta- 
bliſhing the Peace, which after the death of the 
Emperour M 4 TH1AS decealed,ot laudable me- 
mory, preſented it (elte ; in that they would by 
no meanes lend their cares , to the wholſome 
couulell of good Patriots, nay of perſons conſti- 
tured in high place and Dignity, to recouer (as 
was molt fit and requiſite) alienated hearts, and 
afteRions : but rather they made choiſe, to fol- 
low the direQions of ſome vnnaturall and dil- 
loyall Bohemians, and of others, either wholly 
ſtrangers or relying and hanging meerly vpon 
them. From hence it ſucceeded, that inſtead of 
reall fatisfaftion and ſecurity, for that, where 
now they were fo ftritly bound and oblieged, 
nothing was oftered more then promiſes, and 
Confirmations in papersand writings. Andby 
the ſame courſe,they laboured to pofleſle them- 
ſelues of the Kingdome by Armes,to ouerthrow 
the foundamentall Lawes and Priuiledges of the 
Country, to cneruate the obſeruance of them, 
(though this ſhould be the only plarforme of all 
other obligations)ro proſtitute thoſe Countries, 
B 2 which

| which have aprerogatiue of treeEleftion;to the 
yoake of gouernments Hereditary , and to con- 
clude (at whatrate ſocuer) to compalle ctiects, 
conformable to their delignes,and vnder colour 
of puniſhing ſome few nocents, to extirpate and 
deſtroy many thouſands of Innocents. Wherein 
alfo,they imployed the aſſiſtance of ftrange Na- 
tions,very ill atteed ro all Euangelicall prolef- 
ſors; of whom, agreat number, and many thou- 
ſands both Foote and Horſe , yea whole Regt- 
ments at. a time ,'haue marched through-the 
Countries of the Empire, ( although, without 
couſent of the EleQors, the Emperor himſelfe, 
bath no Authority nor power) r9 conduct theny 
againſt the Eftates of BOHEMIA, & the Prouin- 
ces annexed, for the wreaking of their euill afte- 
Qion, & toenrich themſclues,with their ſpoyle. 

But contrariwile,if too manifeſt a true inten- 
tion to Peace,they had depoſed Armes from the 
beginning, remou'd the Authors of theſe trou- 
bles,prouided for thegoucrnment of the Eſtate, 
by the aduiſe and cooperation of the Prouinces, 
remidycd ſo many agericuances,reſtored the vi- 
olated priuiledges; and taken order for their ob- 
ſeruance, by meaues of a fufficienr ſecuritie, 
(without which all other courſes had bene bur 
vainc) they might caſily hauve wrought a Peace, 
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Cu) 
add diverted greater alrcrations and changes. 
So tarre they were, from chooſing ſo expedient 
and requifitea way, that on the contrary, by ex- 
treame violencethey enforced the Countrics to 
haue recourſe, to tuch a lawfull and ſpeedy de- 
fence, as GO D and Nature alloweth them, to 
be their own deliuerers out ot thele extremities ; 
And to this ett, they ereed a generall Con- 
federacie among(t them, (but not without Roy- 
all permuſsion for what palled) making here up= 
on a new EleCtion, for reducing the Ettare, to a 
better order and Gouernment.' Of all which 
things,the Eſtates of our Crowne of B o#tM1 4a, 
and the Countries incorporate y hauing preſen=- 
ted the foundamentall cauſes and reaſons,to the 
eyeand view of the whole world, by Deducti- 
onsſo ample and cleare, any one nottranſpor- 
ted with paſsion, bur imparrially waighing all 
the reaſons, and Circumſtances, hee may herein, 
eafily and equally be able to yeeld a true iudge- 
ment and cen(ure. | 

Yetin this place, we meane not to charge our 
felfe with ſuch Inferences, muchlefle alfo in this 
reſpe&; heere to inſert the rightes and immuni- 
ties of the Realme,aſwell in Be point of Free E- 
kRion,as otherwiſe : but in'this caſe, we refterre 
all men, to the Information and Iuſtification, 
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which the TAR. eleed andpubliſhed, 
True it is, that the Election of a King of Ro. 
manes madenot long finceat Franckforr,fell our 
at the ſame time. But ſo likewiſe, we very per. 
fedly carry in minde, thatthen we perſaded, 
what poflibly we could, not to make too much 
hafte therein, but before all things,to take coun- 
ſell, for the ceffation of Armes, and to appeaſe 
the Warre, which now was kindled in ſo many 
partes : cauſing our Councellours to intimate, 
how it was not reaſonable, therein toreiedt (as 
they did) the Deputies of the ſaid States of Bo- 
hemia ,/ but rather {ſo to ſway and contriue in 
thoſe Conſultations, that by their meanes, che 
way might be cleare of the Interpoſition, which 
then had benepropounded to them. Though 
our goodintentions therefore tooke no place, 
and that we were driuen to let the then preſent 
affaires to runne their courſe : Yer in all our 
Adtes and Decrees , we expreſly by our ſaide 
Councellours reſerued to euery one, the priui- 
ledgeto him appertaining , with ſolemne prec- 
teſtation rhat-in nothing we would preiudice 
the Eſtates of this Kingdome, cauſing a ſpecial 
care to be had, of all'that, which (according to 
the iudgement of our owne Conſcicnces) con- 
cerneth the Liberty, and good of the Empire; 
$ Not 
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Not as being hereunto muited by any hope of 
particuler profit,feeing then we had nor the leaſt 
apprehenſion cf (uch things as atterwards enſu- 
ed: bur onely 1 that we tore-(aw ſuch an altera- 
tion and change, as euenrs have now made ma- 
mfelt.and fo greatly deliring, that ir might baue 
bene auoyded and {hunna'd, 

Seeing theretore the Eſtates of BOHEMIA, 
and of the Countries annexed, in their generall 
Aſſembly, vnavimovuſly ,and with one conlenr, 
haue conterred ther Suttrages and Election vp- 
onour Perſon; Weproteſt betore G O D, and 
with a cleare Conſcience, that we euer hauing 
lived content, with the Eleforall Dignity, and 
{uch Principalities, and Countries hereditary, as 
God imparted to vs, we neuer of our felues a- 
ſpired to this ſaid Crowne : and much lefle at- 
tained we thereunto, by any {edudctions, or ſtra- 
tagems, euen as thoſe Eſtates which Elected vs, 
may yeeld vndoubred witnes and teſtimony. 

As likewiſe wee had no reaſon, conſidering 
thetempeſtuous, and lamentable Eſtate, of pre- 
ſeat aftaires, bur { urely 1t h ad beene farre more 
acceprable to vs, to haue ſeene thePeace of that 
Kingdom eſtabliſhed, and wirhall, the [mperiall 
tranquillity, preſerucd, and aduaunc'd. For we 
duely waigh and fore-lec , the Charge, _ 
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angGare which will redound-vhto vs, by the 
ieghtimuation of Armes, deuaſtation of Coun- 
| .xr1 s, and other War-like lacommodities., And 
-there's no queſtion but thoſe of ciper iudgement 
will readily conceiue, that to accept the offer of 
a Kingdome, ſtanding iti {uch like reartns, requi- 
red afarremore conltant reſolution,then to rc- 
Fajea peateable Kingdome for which norwich- 
| nanfaiome haue bene ſo highly extolled by 
Hyltoriographers. | 7 
-- Moreoucr we boldly auerre , vpon the fince- 
rity,of our Conſcience ,/ that if we could ha'ie 
tound out any other allured meanes , which by 
our refuſall'thereof, might incontinently haue 
extinguiſhed the heare of ſo diſaſtrous a Warre, 
and entertained and reduced the Peace pnblicke 
co his true State and exiſtance, ſv that the whole 
Empire might haue been ſufficiently affured and 
ſecured thereof : the Honours and intereſts of 
this world, ſhovuld little haue preuailed with vs, 
but molt chearfully in this caſe, we had refuſed 
the offer to vs made, and freely imployed our 
whole endeauour and power,to obtaine the ſaid 
meane,of a generall Peace.. Nether did we pre- 
cipitantly entrude our ſelues,vnto this ſo wargh- 
ty andimportantanaffaire.: Forfirſtyit was afcer 
arrhumble inuocation of the King of __. 
Wwao 
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who giues and takes away Crownes to, & front 
whome he thinkes belt, with zealous Supplica- 
tion & Prayer (inall this) to direct and gouerne 
our Spirit and vaderſtanding ; And vppon this, 
after hauing communicated with onr ncarcſt & 
deareſt Friends, maturely weighing 8 confide- 
ring all the circumſtances; we ſenfibly telr and 
erceiued 1n all this proceeding, the miraculous 
alliſtzixce and prouidence of God, who, thereto 
put his helping and omnipotent hand. Beholde 
now therfore, why we neither could nor ought 
to oppole herein, his diuine 8& holy will: Andfo 
much the lefle ought we to refuſe this Impoſitis, 
by reaſon we are abſolutely perſwaded in our 
owne Iudgement and vnder(tanding, that the 
ſaid Eſtates of the Crowne of B 0H4tM14, and of 
theCountries thereto incorporate,had wht cauſe 
and reaſon to attempt this mutation, for the re- 
eſtabliſhment of their libertic and moſt ancient 
right of Election, which others went about ab- 
ſolutely to difanull and aboliſh, by diuers ſtrata- 
ems & deuices. And therfore this occaſion is no 
a juſt, pious, & commendable, then cafie to 
be intimared and proucd by plentifull examples 
of Hiſtories, both facred and prophane. In like 
manner, we ſceke not to detaine, or take away 
from any other, that which properly eng to 
| : im, 
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him, but ratherto oo. and defend thoſe; 
which defend the right of Liberty, of Priuiled- 
ges, of royall Grants & Letters Patents,for a free 
excrciſe of chereligion of the Go'pell, and other 
obſcruances, againſt an vniult & violent oppreſ- 
fion: and to ProceR theſe noble Countries, and 
{o many thouſands ot innocent Perſons from 
totall ruyne, ſo farre as Godſhall ſtrengthen our 
arme, anden/arge vpon vs his Graces and bene- 
dictions: hauing vadouted hope, that whereas 
our {imple intentions ayme inall this, neither at 
Voluprtuonſnes, nor pleafures, at Honours, or 
worldly riches ; but onely at the glory of God, 
the comfort of the atflicted, the releaſe of the 
oppreſled,and at the conſolation of fo many de- 
folate harts, whoſe deep fighs,ſobbes and teares, 
vrged vs to a feeling compaſlion, that God our 
high and ſoueraigne Conductor will never for- 
fake,and abandon vs,bar that reieQing all vaine 
thoughts and cogitations of men, he will ſend 
down vnto ys from-aboue, his benigne aſſiſtance 
and ayde,with fit and requiſite meanes berein,to 
execute the Arreſt,and Decree,of his ſacred will, 
prouidence,and inexhauſtible wiſdome : where- 
in,if we ſhould come fhort of our duty,our con- 
{cience would not onely be inwardly wounded, 


but further we ſhould wilfully drawe vpon our 
| {clues 
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felues Gods Diuine wrath,and puniſhment. 


Morcouer allo conſidering, that if wehad re- 
fuſed this diuine Vocation & Dignity, we could 
not poſlibly have auoyded ( eſpecially, with all 
thole thar make profeſſion of the Golpell) the 
imputation and blame, of ſo much blood conſe- 
quently ſhed, and of all the ſpoyle and waſte 
maleinthe ſame Countries: As alſo if they of 
the contrary patty , had attayned to the end of 
their deſiynes (which was to ſuppreſſe the Bohe- 
mian Nation ) it would further mightily haue 
encouragedthem, to employ both againft our 
ſclues, andall the other Euangelicall Eſtates of 
the Ewpire, the Armes they had in hand, to ef- 
fe thar, whereunto the boyling malice of their 
hearts, hath hicherto excited them,borh couert- 
ly and openly, nay by written imprefſions, di- 
vulged and publifhed, not {paring little Infants, 
no not their owne ſometimes.nor illuſtrious Fa- 
milies,with their Countries & Subies, as their 
commuinarions haue rhreatned in diuers partes: 
Adding furcher,thar if there had not beene pre- 
ſent prouiſion made, and that by a preualent 
meanes, for the Kingdome of Bohemia , and the 
Countries thereunto annexed, which are one of 
the principall members of the Empire, and as it 
were a ramper againft all externall Nations: 
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they had bene in great hl to haue fallenin- 
to a Strangers haud, and fiually to haue bene cn- 
tirely cutoft, from the body ot the Germaine 
Empire, or at leaſt reduced to fucha Condition, 
that they muſt needs haue bin the Authors of 
great [Inconueniences, directly preiudicial ro the 
Electors, Princes, and States Euangelicall adia- 
cent: Theſe circumſtances; I ſay conſidered, we 
| could finde outno other more conuenient way, 
then the preſent reſolution we haue vndertaken. 
Whereunto wee were likewiſe obliged more 
nearly, by the Faith, and fidelity which we owe 
to the lacred Empire, through the peculiar inte- 
ecſt of our Eletorall Family, and Principality of 
the ſuperiour Palatinate, and bythe hereditary 
Alliances, which the faide Principality from all 
Antiquity, bath held with the Crowne of Buhe- 
mia 'Þr ProteQion and preſeruation whereof, 
the fore-mentioned reaſons to watch the more 
ciurcumipetly , boping that eucry man welt in- 
form'd of the Truth, and free:trom all paſſion, 
will rightly iudge of our Actions, and no wayes 
{iniſterly enterpret them.” 

And this was the reafon, why in Gods name, 
forthe aduancement of his Glory, for the Com-

dome of |c{us Chriſt, may, ſti)l more and-more, 
be augmented in vs, and our SubicRs, and they 
happily,and long time,maintatued i true Peace 
and fehcitie. p 
Sothat once more we proteſt before God and 
the whole world , that trom- this time forward, 
we are firmely refolu'd, not to perſecure or mo- 
leſt, or ſubierto be perſecuted , or, moletied. any 
Mo. C 3 perſon 
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perſon wholocuer , & __ of Religion, ns 
notthey, which profeſſe rhemſclues to be of the 
Romane Church, neither totrouble, ordilturbe 
them ia the exerciſe of their Religion , ſo they 
lize contormably to the Lawes oft States, E- 
dids of Pacification, Royall Letters, and to for- 
mer publicke Grants paſſed in tauour of Religi- 
on. As to ſpeake truth, a good number of the 
ſaide Romane Catholicks within the Kingdome 
of Bohemia and the Prounces annex haue 
voluntarily expos'd and offer'd themiſclues by 
Oath,and Subſcription, to that common detcn- 
ſiue Contederation Inſtiruted between rhe faide 
Kingdome, and Countries, and by ycelding vs 
their due homage, incluſiuely hauc approucd of 
our Election and Coronation. 

We in like manner are determind, to deuice 
all expedient and poſſible meancs, nor onely in 
ſhorc time,to recouer by the grace of God,rran- 
quillicieand Peace, in our Kingdome of Bohe- 
mia and the Countries annexed ; but further en- 
tertain, & plant, ſome better correſpondicie be- 
tween the Eftares and the Empire, and to pre- 
uent all other luconuemences, fo that:the ſaide 
Eftates, cach one inthisparticuler, be mutually 
hereunto affedted, and that no obſtacle be inter- 


pos'd, nor occaſion giuen of greater troubles.

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And that the ſinceritie p our intentions, may 
more manifeſtly appeare, wee will ever haue a 
care, by all poſlible meanes, to embrace Amitie, 
correſpondence, and friendly Intelligence with 
all Potentates, Electors, Princes, and Eſtates of 
Chriſtendome, but more eſpecially with thoſe 
that border and confine ypon vs : We preſu- 
ming no {elle of them,that they will reciprocally 
teltific the like to vs, aſſiſting vs with their 
Counſels, and pertormances, againlt all thoſe 
who out of ſome contray Diſſeigne, would ho- 
fulely attewpr againſt ys , our Kingdome and 
Countrey. 

And therefore wee requeſt them, out of the 
fame aftcQionand loue, which we are ready to 
acknowledge towards eucty one of them, inall 
Offices poſlible within our power, and vpon all 
occafions,they may be wavy ae : Wee Lading 
t fit andneceffary, in the times wherein we liue, 

to manifcſt and make knowne tht ſame to all . 
men, by this our publicke 
Declaration.
